12), 1933, as amended, known | as ‘the Agricultural Adjustment 
e Act, it is provided that the Seeretary og Agriculture shall tascertain 
Seon time to time whether the payment ‘of the’ processing tax upon any 
basic agricultural commodity is ce ausing or will cause to the processors 
or producers thére’éf disadvantages in, competition from competi fe commodi— 
ties by reason of excess sive shifts in’ consumption. between such conmodi- 
ties or products. thereof, If the Secretary of Agriculture Eine: “aeter 
investigetion and: “tue notice and opportunity for hearing to: intorested 
parties, that. such disadver ntvages in comot ition exist, or will exist, 
i shall proclaim such finding. The Secretary shall spccify ain this 
proclamation the compéting commodity end ihe compensating rato of tax 
on the processing thereof necessary to i ae such disadvantages in com- 
petition. Thereafter ‘there | shall be levied, issessed, and collocted 
upon the first domestic processing of es hire tine commodity a ey tax, 
to: be paid by the processor, at the rate specificd, until such rate is 
altered nursuant to a furthor finding undor this eeotiog. Or tne tax 
Or rate thereof on the basic agricultural commodity: is altored or tore 
minated, In no case shall tho tax imposed woon suc compoting ‘commodity 
exceed ‘that HWOe ed per equivalont unit, 4s determined by the Scerotary,
